Work of Yellow Journals.

Prom recent developments in the so-
called seandal in the War department
it Is safe to say that yellow journallsm
did not go out of business when the war
ondod.

Fory number of weeks past the coun-
try has been treated to series of criti-
elsms on the management of the War
department, in which charges have bieen
made suflicient to hang every man con-
neeted with that branch of the govern-
ment.  So persistently have the charges
of corruption and Ilnefliciency  been
itorated that a large majority of the
peaple of the country had come to believe
them, and a righteous ludignation was
taking possession of the whole country.
But a change is coming over the situa-
tion and 1t 1s being realized that there
Isanother side to the story.

Much has been heard of the suffer-
ings of the men in front of Santiago for
the want of food and elothing, and from
sickness, Tt was claimed that Indifer-
entand eriminally carelpss department
officials were to blame for all the troubles
experlenced in that campaign and Secre-
tary Alger was hauled over the coals in
u lieree manner by “*the great journals™
for his Inefliciant management of a mat-
ter of sueh Importance, Sinee the men
in the ranks have returned from Cuba
and have had an opportunity to do a
little talking for themselves, it Is lenrned
that there was no lack of supplies of all
kinds for the expedition sent with the
ships, but the roads were 0 noarly im-
pussable that provisions, medieines and
elothing could not be transported to the
front until roads could be construeted,
bridges buflt and the forest cleared
away. By that time the men In the
trenches were weakened by exposure
and hard fighting, and when disease
came were physically unable to combat
it. In regard to the condision of the
transport ships which brough the troops
back to the United States from San-
tingo, tropleal heat and moisture are
responsible. No matter how carefully
the ships were fitted out with food and
supplies for the sick, decuy caused by
humidity soon rendered them unfit for
use, and the men were compelled,
through no faunlt of the government, to
put up with the coarses-and unpalatable
rations not so easily affected by climatic
conditions,

The country has been regaled with
long accounts of the unhonlthy locations
sclected for camps, and much has been
sald condemnatory of Camp Wikofl and
Camp Thomas, in particular. Of the
Jormer perhaps it will be as well to say
that Surgeon Mussle, who is well known
In Santa Fe. says that a better place for
a camp conld not have been selected,
From s sanitary standpoint it 18 nearly
perfect, but that it is Impossible to keep
any place healthy Into which hundreds
of men suffering from fevers contracted
in the tropies are brought dally. Camp
Thomas at Chickamangn has been care-
fully examined by persons of known
reputation ag authorities on such mat-
ters, and declared to be free from the
objectlons which have been urged
against the camp.

Thess Instances have been glven
merely to show that in all the hair-rais-
ing artieles which have appeared re-
cently concerning the camps and the
neglect of the soldlers, the able corre-
spondents have been actusted more by
a desira to write readable matter than
to tell the truth, That some mistakes
have been made in the management of
the troops was to have been expected,
for the simple reason that men who
never orr In judgment are entirely too
scarce in this life to ever be heard of,
but those mistakes have been few and
far betwoen and have in nowlse affeet-
ed the health or endangered the lives of
the soldlers.  Of the roported controver-
slos betweon different officers In the
army, they may or may not be true. In

Some Inside Facts Concerning the
Dissatifaction Among Soldiers
at Whipple Barracks.

OFFICERS OIJM MALIGNED

None But Flagrant Breaches of Army Dis-
cipline Punished—Many Demands Made
by Men Unreasonable—8anta Fe
Boys Behaving Themselves,

Whipple Barracks, Aug. 31.—The ter-
ritorial regiment 1s now occupying a re-
served anxlous seat, awaiting some ne-
tion by the War depurtment relutive to
it linal disposition.
Yesterday the regiment was recruited
to [ts maximum strength, in sccordance
with a telegram from Washington.
This is taken as an Indleation that the
volunteers will not be mustored out, bhut
will bo ordered to netive duty;-
A ropresentative of Leslie's Weekly
today made photographs of the ofticers
at Wiiipple and furnished the informa-
tion that the regiment was slated for a
prominent part in suth]uﬂnt, develop-
ments, being destined to fulfill the for-
elgn dutfes formerly intended for the
“*Rough Riders,”

A number of the boys In the Arizona
and Albuquerque companies, whose at-
tack of “cold feet” was delayed some-
what, have utilized considerable prec-
loys time (which could have bean gpent
to batter advantage in the guard house)
in preparing and signing petitions for
their discharge. These petitions con-
sist mainly of charges n.%a-!nst oflicers
and a tearful plea for public pity.

A majority of the men who indulge in
this sort of thing are of theclass who,
prior to enlistment, could not raise a
dollar with a crow bar, and for whom
square meals were as searce as hen's
teeth,  Others are entitled to considera-
tion, from the fact vthat a lack of knowl-
edge in army affairs induced them to
permit the “walking delegates"to In-
velgle them Into a strike,

If there Is any place where s strike
meets with howling and overwhelming
sueeess, it is in the United States army,
and the whole population of the country
will doubtless hear the War departmont
tréemble when the mighty appeals of the
disgruntled volunteors reach the natlon's
eapital,

The petitioners made g grand mistake
In attempting to place thelr officers in a
false Hght, |§~Im.ur:uly. aftor reading one
of thesa petitions, the publie would be-
lleve them soulless martinets with no
ambition thun the subjugation of enlist-
od men in thewr commands.

Such Stories are absolute ‘‘rot" und
could only orIFinn.tu in the braln of some
befuddled gallinipper who had run a bill
behind a Prescott bar. The choleest
sample of these ‘“‘petitions” found Its
way into an Albuquerque paper recent-
ly. Its Inception is worth considering.

It was ascertalned that a member of
the Albuquerque company, named Wil-
¢ox, intended to desert, and one of the
more intelligent recruits Induced him to
sign o previously written appeal and
send It to Delegate Fergusson. In it,
the “soft jobs" held by tho officers were
enlarged on and tho grievances of the
brave soldier boy set forth In terms war-
l‘&:llt.l!d to wring sympathy from a door
bell,

1f there is an ofticer In the regiment
who has made o dollar from his *‘soft
job™ no one here ls acquainted with
him.  Were they to be handed six
nionths’ puy today, man{ would be far
in arrears tomorrow, They spent their
ready money and borrowed profusely to
meot the expenses of reeruiting, and
Inter mortgaged thelr pay to provide
comforts for the members of their com-
mands,

As for the “martinet” feature, none
but the most flagrant breaches of army
disclpline have met with punishment
and the sufferance of the offlicers is
attested by their penchant for ailow-
ing the perpetrators of .petitlons to go
unpunished.

The officers of the Santa Fe company
are considerate, and even [ndulgent,
and doubtless the other officers ara the
spme, No one can form an idea of the
things they contended with In bringing
order out of chaos and arranging old
dismantled barracks to accommodate
the greater portion of a regiment, Un-
der such conditlons, no wonder exists
that the Inxurles and some of the com-
forts of life must be dispensed with
temporarily, Yet, there lives a class
of people who earn bacon and clamor
for pie, If glven ple they would demand
fee cream.

Those who lmagine the army a Keeley
cure Institute and enter the service be-
cause weak minds prevent thom {rom
remuining sober long long enough to
attend to business, should not complain
of restrictions or attﬂm?t to blame their
officers for not providing feather beds
and hotel fare. The loyalty of such
people Is on o par with the man who
remning at home and sings patriotic
songs, while others go to the front and
make material for the composer.

Each volunteer know, when he en-
listed, that there was a Erobablllw of
peace being declared; in which event the
regiment would not see service atthe
front. Of course, the first ambition of
the ombryo soldiers was to display pa-
triotism on the field of battle and later
bo placed In & position to grasp govern-
montal and commercial opportunities in
a new country. Disappointment Is no
excuse for a kick now. No one axpepted
the government to stir up a little war in
behalf of the New Mexico and Arizona
volinteers, in case the war with- Bpain
ended Dbefore the regiment got to the
front, nor was there any clause in the
muster proceedings gunnumlnﬁ trip
passes to Manlla and a start in lfe at
the conclusion of hostilities. It was
froely predicted that peace would be des
clared before the regiment could be
mlulppnd and sent to the Philippines,
Those who thought different and de-
cided to tako chaneos, dlnxluy poor loﬁu
In saddling thelr bad judgmenton the
offleors,

It Is safe to nssert that the officers nre
as little pleased with existing condlilons
| ng the ontisted men. They are disgusted
| with belng held In ramshackle barracks
| and recelving no consideration from the
powers that be, and will gladly woleome
rolense or activity.

To be sure, lack of comfort, sickness,
rigid diseipline and general hardships
are features of army life; but the volun-
toers oxpocted it and fairly serambled
for opportunities to suffer for their
country. Now that they are in. they
should take their medicine like men and
coase sighing for a fresh grip on their
mothers’ apron strings.

No doubt some honorable method of
procuring discharges will be given those
who desire them when the regiment is
inally disposed of by the War depart.
meunt.

Some of the Santa Fe boys feel that
their usefulness expired with the decla-
ration of peace and would be glad to re-
turn to more remunerative positions.
Others reallze that the public has little
eonsideration for n soldler in time of
peace and they volee the sentiment of
the distinguished editor of the “Billville
Banner.” “The government has the
uniforms, All It wants now is soldiers
to dle In them." And they objeet most
strenuously to dylng of old age in them
at Whipple Barracks.

However, it must be credited to the
Santu Fe boys that, no matter what thelr
feelings, they have not gigned any peti-
tlons for their dlscharges, and they do
not propose to run up 4 white flag for
the people of New Mexico to gaze on,
nor do anything which will tend to re-
flect diseredit on thelr officers,
